They accused the 
.steel firms of hav ing offered a 
fiv e-year contract as a “ tak e-it-or- 
leav e it” ultimatum and that this 
con.stituted a-refusal to bargain in 
good faith. 
Then members of the 170-man 
committee headed for home, indi­ 
cating no early settlement was 
expected. Any agreement by nego­ 
tiators would be submitted to the 
committee for approv al, 
Dav id J. McDonald, union presi­ 
dent, meanwhile disputed the v al­ 
ue of the Big Three steel firms 
placed on the fiv e-year wage and 
benefit pack age they offered union 
last Wednesday. 
The Big Three — U.S. Steel, 
Bethlehem and Republic—said the 
pack age would amount to a 65- 
cent-an-hour increase in the fifth 
year, rising from 17 2-3 cent the 
first year. 
“That’s pure and unadulterated 
bunk ,” McDonald told a news con­ 
ference, He said union statisticians 
estimated the fifth year v alue at 
28 2 cents. 
The wage committee’s statement 
came just a day after the union 
brok e off joint talk s with the Big 
Three in fav or of negotiating sep­ 
arately with each of the three 
firms and eight other major steel 
companies.

“ There was definite injury to 
the neck,” he continued, “ and she 
was not aliv e when she was placed 
in the water,” 


Dr. Hunter said it has not been 
possible to determine if the Vena­ 
ble girl was sex ually assaulted. 


“ The degree of deterioration of 
the tissues makes it impossible to 
state whether or not she was 
raped,” he said. 
Dr. Hunter was asked if he 
placed any qualification on his de­ 
cision that strangulation was the 
cause of death. 
“ No." he declared, “ this is a 
definite statement—the final word. 
The facts as now established show 
strangulation as the ca use.” 
He said the girl “ did not drown,” 
was not shot or poisoned and suf­ 
fered no head injuries. 
Dr. Hunter said his disclosures 
could be considered a report made 
jointly with Dr. G. T. Mann, chief 
medical ex aminer of the state of 
Virginia. Dr. Mann said earlier to­ 
day that “ we are satisfied” Shelby 
Jean died of v iolence but added 
that 
"the 
precise 
mechanism 
awaits further confirmatory tests.”

WASHINGTON, June 18 if) - 
Shelby Jean Venable, 16-year-old 
Maryland girl found face down in 
a Virginia stream last Thursday, 
was strangled to death. Loudoun 
County’s pathologist reported to­ 
night. 


"Strangulation has been clearly 
established by our tests.” said Dr. 
Oscar B. Hunter Jr., Washington 
physician 
who 
conducts 
patho­ 
logical tests for the county. He 
directed the first autopsy made on 
the body. 


"There was definite injury to 
the neck.’* he continued, "and she 
was not alive when she was placed 
in the w ater.” 


Dr. Hunter said it has not been 
possible to determine if the Vena­ 
ble girl was sexually assaulted. 


“The degree of deterioration of 
the tissues makes it impossible to 
state 
whether or not she was 
raped,” he said.

appeared. 
Ly senko, of course, is charged with falling for 


the “ cult of personality .” It is pointed out now m 


Russia, as it was pointed out y ears ago in bourg eois 


capitalist countries, that Ly senko’s ex perim ental 


work was so sloppy that no other scientist has 


been able, under controlled conditions, to v erify 


his results. 
But Ly senko is not asked to shoulder all the 


blame. 
Other scientific workers in Russia (un­ 


nam ed) are castig ated for not hav ing had the cour­ 


ag e to refute Ly senko’s frauds.

So when som eone com es np with the idea of a 
people4o-people diplom acy 
and 
brings 
ev ery thing 
down to the sim plicities of Li’l Abner Yokum of 
Dogpatch, t'. S. A., the prospect of confusion becom es 
Increasingly g reat because obv iously thought can only 
be generated by knowledge and m ost of us know v ery 
little about the facts of life which m ake others seem 
to be so queer. 


Why , for instance, are so m any Italians Commun­ 
ists? 
And that bothers m any A m ericans, som e of whom 
thought that the best w ay to solv e the problem would be 
to load Italy down with financial and m ilitary aid; then 
all Italians would be g rateful to the United States and 
they would forthwith becom e capitalists. 
In all ttiis 
“ thinking” about Italy , such thinkers forget that w ere 
socialism objectionable to Italians there could nev er hav e 
been a Mussolini, who w as a Socialist, the associate for 
m any y ears of Ang elica Balabanov . 
They hav e called 
Mussolini a F ascist so long that they hav e forgotten that 
F ascism like Nazism was an offshoot of H eg elianism plus 
M arx ism, and that the Italian people welcom ed Musso­ 
lin i’s brand and liv ed under it for 21 y ears until Italy w as 
defeated in war by Am erican troops and then Mussolini 
w as murdered. 
It is probably correct to say that Musso­ 
lini was not murdered for hav ing wrong ideas but for 
being defeated. 
The worst that can happen to a politi­ 
cian is to be defeated. 
So, the thinkers worry about France and wonder why 
the French people seem not to g iv e a tinker’s damn 
about what happens to their country for which the Amer­ 
icans fought and bled in two wars. The idea ag ain w as to 
pour hundreds of millions of dollars into France, to m ake 
F rance the capital of NATO, and to m ake up in Am erican 
aid what the French people default in tax es. 
And then 
the French would all be pro-American. 
We now grow 
v ery ang ry with the French because they take our m oney 
but go awry in their own w ay just the sam e. 
They hav e 
no sense of g ratitude. 


What we seem to forg et is that France has more 
or less been at war since 17 8 9 ; that Napoleon built 
an em pire on the bodies of dead Frenchm en; that 
Germ any inv aded France and occupied all or larg e 
parts of France in 18 7 0. 19 14 and 19 40; that France 
is now a battlefield between .Soviet Russia and the 
United States and m ust, by any log ic, be destroy ed— 
phy sically destroy ed—in the nex t war; and that the 
French do not care at all for what they see ahead 
of them. 
Also, the French had built a nest-eg g for 
them selv es in Morocco and Algeria and that J ust as 
the French were let down in French Indochina by 
their allies and associates, so they are now being let 
doHn by Great Britain and the United States in their 
North African problems because “ colonialism ” has 
becom e unpopular in the dem ocratic countries. 


So the av erag e Frenchm an say s that he hate.s war 
and tax es and all he wants is to be left to his own de­ 
v ices and that he can eat bread and cheese and drink 
wine under one faker as under another, m eaning his own 
politicians. 
No Li’l Abner diplom acy , no pen friendships, 
no people-to-people propaganda will m ake v ery much 
difference as long as the prospects for the future is war 
and tax es. The Frenchm an say s that he will be dead and 
buried before the politicians stop stealing and before peace 
com es to mankind. 
Therefore he wants to liv e while 
he is aliv e. 
It is an idea.

v ertebrae press upon the nerv es of 
the brachial plex us. Shoulder pain 
also stem s from coronary throm ­ 
bosis and from irritation of the 
diaphragm. 
Arthritis of the shoulder joint 
and bursitis are the most com mon 
local causes. They are easier to 
diag nose because the affected part 
is tender to the touch and pain is 
brought on by m ov em ents of the 
arm . The new hormones, hy dro­ 
cortisone and prednisolone, hav e 
been most helpful in sore shoulder 
due to these latter causes 
X-ray 
and phy sical therapy are useful 
also.

They re Sure He II Run

WASHINGTON 
President Eisenhower will 
an­ 
nounce that he is still a candidate 
ev en before he leav es Walter Reed 
Hospital, if the confident ex pecta­ 
tions of the Republican high com ­ 
mand are fulfilled. 
The reasons for m aking such an 
announcement 
im m ediately 
will 
certainly be urged on the Presi­ 
dent as soon as he is well enough 
to discuss the 
m atter, 
if 
they 
hav e not been already . These reas­ 
ons are obv ious enough. 
Another long period of specula­ 
tion about the President’s inten­ 
tions, like that which followed the 
President’s heart attack last au­ 
tumn, would hav e the m ost dam ­ 
aging political effects. 
It 
would 
g enerate anew the old sub-surface 
div isions in the Republican party . 
Worst of all, weeks of such will-he- 
won’t-he speculation would focus 
all 
attention 
on 
the 
so-called 
“ health issue,” which is the last 
thing the 
Republican 
leadership 
wants. 
Announcement Ex pected Soon 
His top adv isers ex press abso­ 
lute confidence that the President 
will ag ree that the m atter m ust be 
disposed of im m ediately , for na­ 
tional and international as well as 
political reasons. They are sure 
that, in the nex t few day s, he will 
either issue a statem ent announ­ 
cing his continued candidacy or 
authorize Presidential P ress Secre­ 
tary J am es Hagerty or another 
high administration official to do so 
in his name. 
In fact, the confidence that the 
President will 
soon authorize a 
“ possitiv e” statem ent is so abso­ 
lute that it sug g ests that the Presi­ 
dent m ay already hav e indicated 
his intention not to withdraw. At 
any rate, there is not the slight- 
est v isible tendency ev en to con­ 
sider altering the present Repub­ 
lican cam paig n plans. And these 
plans are geared in ev ery possible 
way to an Eisenhower candidacy . 
Word has already gone out, for 
ex am ple, that the San Francisco 
conv ention will be lim ited to three 
day s, instead of 
the 
traditional 
four or liv e. The whole conv ention 
has been planned in adv ance in 
rem arkable detail, and the pro­ 
ceeding s are all tailored to lead 
up to the dram atic clim ax of the 
President’s acceptance speech. 
Rough Drafting Started 
The whole cam paig n thereafter 
will be built wholly around the 
President, The hig hlig hts of the 
cam paign are to be a sm all num­ 
ber of major Presidential radio 
and telev ision broadcasts, probably 
six . The subject m atter of these 
six 
broadcasts is already being 
carefully canv assed, and som e in- 


itial rough drafting has actually 
started. 
Each of the broadcasts is plan­ 
ned to last a half an hour, but the 
President him self is ex pected to 
take not m ore than 20 or 22 m in­ 
utes of this tim e. The rest w ill 
be dev oted to giv ing the broad- 
casts v ariety and pace, with inter- 
f chang es between the President and 
adm inistration 
officials, 
v isual 
dem onstrations of facts and fig ­ 
ures, and so on. 
This is in line with the accepted 
theory that telev iew ers will not lis­ 
ten to long, formal set speeches, 
ev en by the President of the Unit­ 
ed Stales, Negotiations are â lso 
under way for the best telev ision 
hours for the presidential broad­ 
casts. One m atter rem ains unset­ 
tled — the point of origin of tha 
broadcasts. 
Ev en before his recent illness, a 
non - whistlestop, 
telev ision 
cam ­ 
paign had been planned for tha 
President but in the last few week* 
before his sudden operation, tha 
President had begun acting like a 
warhorse scenting battle, and the 
cam paig n plans were rev ised to al­ 
low for a number of airborne for­ 
ay s to the hustings. Whether this 
will happen ag ain in the new cir­ 
cum stances rem ains to be seen. 
But the planners hope that tha 
President will fly to key points, 
especially Chicago and New York, 
for at least two or three of his 
broadcasts. 
Serenely Confident 
Other aspects of th« cam paig n 
hav e also been pre-planned in sur­ 
prising detail. The v ice president’s 
cam paig n which will be m anag ed 
for the first tim e by the national 
com m ittee, 
is 
b e i n g 
carefully 
blocked out already . And a series 
of fiv e minute “ spots,” introduced 
by the President, and presenting in 
.serial form the achiev em ents of 
the Eisenhower administration, is 
another likely feature of what will 
be a new kind of presidential cam ­ 
paign. 
Obv iously , the heart and soul of 
this new kind of cam paign is th« 
candidacy of Dwight D. Ei.senhow- 
er. If the President were to with­ 
draw. the whole cam paig n would 
sim ply blow up in the face of the 
Republican leadership. But tho.se 
who should know—those who wer« 
right about the President’s inten­ 
tions last tim e—are serenely con­ 
fident that nothing of the sort will 
happen. 
They are sure, on th« 
contrary , not only that the Presi­ 
dent is still a candidate, but that 
he will publicly confirm his candi­ 
dacy within the nex t few day s.

'Cult Of Personality' 
Gets Another Victim 


Many observers have been wondering when 


the Soviet "new look” would take note of another 


Stalin pet, Trofin D. Lysenko. 
It was Lysenko who 


applied Marx to genetics and came up with his own 


version of the old Lamarckian doctrine that ac­ 


quired characteristics can be inherited. 
This delighted Stalin because he took it to 


mean, in effect, that communism itself can be 


transmitted by heredity to create “the New Soviet 


Man.” 
Lysenko became the cock of the Commun­ 


ist scientific walk. bis theories officially endorsed 


by the central Communist committee of the Com­ 


munist party. 
When the new look first began to be visible, it 


was reported that Lysenko had been quietly shifted 


to a position of little authority and that his doc­ 


trines were no longer being taken as gospel. 
But 


only now has the inevitable official denunciation 


appeared. 
Lysenko, of course, is charged with falling for 


the "cult of personality.” It is pointed out now in 


Russia, as it was pointed out years ago in bourgeois 


capitalist countries, that L ysenkos experimental 


work was so sloppy that no other scientist has 


been able, under controlled conditions, to verify 


his results. 
But Lysenko is not asked to shoulder all th* 


blame. 
Other scientific workers in Russia (un­ 


named) are castigated for not having had the cour­ 


age to refute Lysenko s frauds. 
This is the supreme irony. There were scientists 


in Russia with too much integrity to accept Lysen- 


koism, and some of them did speak out. 
Where 


are they now? The ones who had more caution than 


courage are still alive, and their whereabouts is 


known. 
Even if they had spoken out, they would 


have accomplished nothing but their own ruin. 


One might as well ask why Bulganin and 


Khrushchev said nothing about the evils of the 


"cult of personality” until Stalin had been three 


years in his tomb

Li'l Abner Diplomacy 


Everybody comes up with ideas and there can be no 
objection to that if the ideas are of value. Thomas J. W at­ 
son of the Intem auonal Business Machines Corporation 
put signs all over his factories and offices containing 


the single word, "Think.” 
His employes wery supposed 
to think, but what about? Were they to think about bus­ 
iness machines, world problems, or the evil of taxes? 


It would be truly wonderful if everybody had a mind 
like Aristotle's and could think out all sorts of problems, 
but even Aristotle got twisted when he tried to think in 


the biologic sciences about which he w as m ore mytholo­ 
gical than scientific. On the other hand, Einstein thought 
brilliantly in the natural sciences, but was a dud in the 
realm of politics and the American Constitution. 


So when someone comes ap with the idea of a 
people-to-people 
diplomacy 
and brings everything 
down to the simplicities of Li'l Abner Yokum of 
Dogpatch, I'. S. A., the prospect of confusion becomes 
increasingly great because obviously thought ran only 
be generated by knowledge and most of us know very 
little about the facts of life which make others seem 
to be so queer. 


Why, for instance, ars so many Italians Commun- 
f«ts? 
And that bothers many Americans, some of whom 
thought that the best way to solve the problem would be 
to load Italy down with financial and m ilitary aid; then 
all Italians would be grateful to the United States and 
they would forthwith become capitalists. 
In all this 
"thinking’’ about Italy, such thinkers forget that were 
socialism objectionable to Italians there could never have 
been a Mussolini, who was a Socialist, the associate for 
m any years of Angelica Balabanov. 
They have called 
Mussolini a Fascist so long that they have forgotten that 
Fascism like Nazism was an offshoot of Hegelianism plus 
Marxism, and that the Italian people welcomed Musso­ 
lini s brand and lived under it for 21 years until Italy was 
defeated in w ar by American troops and then Mussolini 
was m urdered. It is probably correct to say that Musso­ 
lini was not m urdered for having wrong ideas but for 
being defeated. 
The worst that can happen to a politi­ 
cian is to be defeated. 
So, the thinkers worry about France and wonder why 
the French people seem not to give a tinker's dam n 
about what happens to their country for which the Amer­ 
icans fought and bled in two w ars. The idea again was to 
pour hundreds of millions of dollars into France, to m ake 
France the capital of NATO, and to m ake up in American 
aid what the French people default in taxes. 
And then 
the French would all be pro-American. 
We now grow 
very angry with the French because they take our money 
but go aw ry in their own way just the sam e. They have 
no sense of gratitude. 


What we seem to forget is that France has more 
or less been at war since 1789; that Napoleon built 
an em pire on the bodies of dead Frenchm en; that 
G erm any invaded France and occupied all or large 
parts of France in 1870, 1914 and 1940; that France 
is now a battlefield between Soviet Russia and the 
I niled States and must, by any logic, be destroyed— 
physically destroyed—in the next w ar; and that the 
French do not care at all for what they see ahead 
of them. 
Also, the French had built a nest-egg for 
them selves in Morocco and Algeria and that just as 
the French were let down in French Indochina by 
their allies and associates, so they are now being let 
down by G reat Britain and the United States in their 
North African problems because “ colonialism” has 
become unpopular in the dem ocratic countries. 


So the average Frenchm an says that he hates war 
and taxes and all he wants is to be left to his own de­ 
vices and that he can eat bread and cheese and drink 
wine under one faker as under another, meaning his own 
politicians. 
No Li’l Abner diplomacy, no pen friendships, 
no people-to-people propaganda will m ake very much 
difference as long as the prospects for the future is war 
and taxes. The Frenchm an says that he will be dead and 
buried before the politicians stop stealing and before peace 
comes to mankind. 
Therefore he wants to live while 
he is alive. 
It is an idea.

WASHINGTON - The biggest 
new i story in the world today — 
and the hardest to write—relates 
to 
the 
grave 
danger 
of

feat which faces the United States 
and its allies at the hands of the 
Soviet gangsters who control the 
largest single m ilitary apparatus 
of all times. 
It 
isn t 
solely 
a 
question 
of 
atom ic bombs or intercontinental 
bomber^ or missiles. Even if the 
United States Congress appropria­ 
ted all the money the Air Force is 
asking for, it wouldn t alter the 
situation. For the next war m ay 
never see atomic weapons of anv 
kind used because of the danger of 
m utual 
destruction. 
Hence 
the 
potential 
value 
of 
conventional 
arm ies with conventional navies 
and air forces and conventional 
bombs becomes more im portant 
than ever before, coincident with 
som e form of counterstrategy to 
m eet the infiltration of sm aller 
countries by the enemy. 
Conventional War The Danger 
What stands out as the central 
fact about the whole problem is 
the virtual certainty that neither 
side will use atom ic bombs or 
weapons because public opinion in 
all 
countries 
will 
prohibit 
their use 
Nuclear w ar will not 
be tolerated. 
The threat of con­ 
ventional war. therefore, will take 
its place. In this the United States 
and its allies are woefully weak. 
They have not awakened to th* 
need of this deterrent, too. 
The truth is a paradox—General 
LeMay is right in wanting all the 
a ir power he can get as a deter­ 
rent and Generals Ridgeway and 
Taylor are right also in wanting 
all the conventional 
arm s they 
can get as a deterrent. The three 
arm ed services are right on the 
whole in emphasizing the need for 
m ore of each of their respective 
forces. Their disputes reflect an 
honest groping for some solution to 
the most difficult problem America 
has ever faced. 
The real factor of fear is derived

Arthritis of the shoulder joint 
and bursitis are the most common 
local causes. They are easier to 
diagnose because the affected part 
is tender to the touch and pain is 
brought on by movements of the 
arm . The new hormones, hydro­ 
cortisone and prednisolone, have 
been most helpful in sore shoulder 
due to these latter causes X ray 
and physical therapy are useful 
also.

President Eisenhower will an­ 
nounce that he is still a candidate 
even before he leaves W alter Reed 
Hospital, if the confident expecta­ 
tions of the Republican high com­ 
mand are fulfilled.

These reas­ 
ons are obvious enough. 
Another long period of specula­ 
tion about the President's inten­ 
tions. like that which followed the 
President s heart attack last au­ 
tumn, would have the m ost dam ­ 
aging political elfects. 
It 
would 
generate anew the old subsurface 
divisions in the Republican party. 
Worst of all. weeks of such will-he- 
won't-he speculation would focus 
all 
attention 
on 
the 
so-called 
"health issue,” which is the last 
thing the 
Republican 
leadership 
wants. 
Announcement Expected Soon 
His top advisers express abso­ 
lute confidence that the President 
will agree that the m atter m ust be 
disposed of immediately, for na­ 
tional and international as well as 
political reasons. They are sure 
that, in the next few days, he will 
either issue a statem ent announ­ 
cing his continued candidacy or 
authorize Presidential Press Secre­ 
tary Jam es H agerty or another 
high adm inistration official to do so 
in his name. 
In fact, the confidence that the 
President will soon authorize a 
"possitive” statem ent i6 so abso­ 
lute that it suggests that the Presi­ 
dent m ay already have indicated 
his intention not to withdraw. At 
any rate, there is not the slight­ 
est visible tendency even to con­ 
sider altering the present Repub­ 
lican cam paign plans. And these 
plans are geared in every possible 
way to an Eisenhower candidacy. 
Word has already gone out, for 
example, that the San Francisco 
convention will be limited to three 
days, instead of 
the 
traditional 
four or five The whole convention 
has been planned in advance in 
rem arkable detail, and the pro­ 
ceedings are all tailored to lead 
up to the dram atic clim ax of the 
President's acceptance speech. 
Rough Drafting .Started 
The whole cam paign thereafter 
will be built wholly around the 
President. The highlights of the 
campaign are to be a sm all num ­ 
ber of m ajor Presidential radio 
and television broadcasts, probably 
six. The subject m atter of these 
six broadcasts is already being 
carefully canvassed, and some in­ 


itial rough drafting has actually 
started. 
Each of the broadcasts is plan­ 
ned to last a half an hour, but th* 
President himself is expected to 
take not more than 20 or 22 m in­ 
utes of this tim e. The rest will 
be devoted to giving the broad­ 
casts variety and pace, with inter- 
t changes between the President and 
adm inistration 
officials, 
visual 
demonstrations of facts and fig­ 
ures. and so on. 
This is in line with the accepted 
theory that televiewers will not lis­ 
ten to long, formal set speeches, 
even by the President ol the Unit­ 
ed States. Negotiations are also 
under way for the best television 
hours for the presidential broad­ 
casts. One m atter rem ains unset­ 
tled — the point of origin of th* 
broadcasts. 
Even before his recent illness, a 
non * whistlestop, 
television 
cam ­ 
paign had been planned for the 
President but in the last few weeks 
before his sudden operation, the 
President had begun acting like a 
w arhorse scenting battle, and the 
cam paign plans were revised to al­ 
low for a number of airborne for­ 
ays to the hustings. Whether this 
will happen again in the new cir­ 
cum stances rem ains to be seen. 
But the planners hope that the 
President will fly to key points, 
especially Chicago and New York, 
for at least two or three of his 
broadcasts. 
.Serenely Confident 
Other aspects of the cam paign 
have also been pre-planned in sur­ 
prising detail. The vice president's 
cam paign which will be managed 
for the first tim e by the national 
com m ittee, 
is 
b e i n g 
carefully 
blocked out already. And a series 
of five minute "spots,” introduced 
by the President, and presenting in 
serial form the achievements of 
the Flisenhower adm inistration, is 
another likely feature of what will 
be a new kind of presidential cam ­ 
paign. 
Obviously, the heart and soul of 
this new kind of cam paign is th# 
candidacy of Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er. If the President were to with­ 
draw, the whole cam paign would 
simply blow up in the face of the 
Republican leadership 
But those 
who should know—those who w ert 
right about the President’s inten­ 
tions last tim e—are serenely con­ 
fident that nothing of the sort will 
happen. They are sure, on th# 
contrary, not only that the Presi­ 
dent is still a candidate, but that 
he will publicly confirm his candi­ 
dacy within the next few days.
